Last  Rites  Held 
For  ’97  Alumnus, 
Msgr.  Mungovan 

Msgr.  Edward  J.  Mungovan,  ’97, 
vicar  general  of  the  Diocese  of 
Fort  Wayne,  died  Nov.  27  in  St. 
Margaret’s  Hospital,  Hammond, 
following  ten  weeks’  confinement. 
He  suffered  from  a  virus  infection. 

The  77-year-old  prelate  was 
buried  in  Catholic  Cemetery  in 
Fort  Wayne  Dec.  1,  following- 
chanting  of  the  Office  of  the 
Dead  by  scores  of  diocesan  priests 
and  the  offering  of  the  Funeral 
Mass  by  Auxiliary  Bishop  Leo  A. 
Pursley,  ’21,  in  St.  Patrick’s 
Church. 

The  sermon  was  delivered  by 
Msgr.  D.  L.  Monahan,  ’05,  Fort 
Wayne  Dean. 


Bishop  Pursley  also  offered  a 
Requiem  Mass  on  Nov.  30,  in  All 


MSGR.  MUNGOVAN,  as  he  broke 
ground  for  Archbishop  Noll  Hall 
last  summer  at  St.  Joseph’s. 


Saints  Church,  Hammond,  where 
Msgr.  Mungovan  was  pastor.  Calu¬ 
met  area  priests  chanted  the 
Office  of  the  Dead  preceding  the 
Mass,  and  the  sermon  was  de¬ 
livered  by  Msgr.  Frank  J.  Jansen. 

Msgr.  Mungovan  had  been 
pastor  of  the  Hammond  church 
since  1929,  and  vicar  general  of 
the  diocese  since  1940.  He  had 
served  as  chairman  of  the  fund 
campaign  for  Archbishop  Noll 
Hall,  now  under  construction  on 
the  St.  Joseph’s  campus. 

After  completing  his  studies  at 
Mt.  St.  Mary’s  Seminary  in  Cin¬ 
cinnati,  Msgr.  Mungovan  was  or¬ 
dained  in  Fort  Wayne  in  1902.  He 
served  as  assistant  pastor  at  St. 
Patrick’s  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  and 
as  pastor  at  St.  Patrick’s  in  Ar¬ 
eola,  St.  Francis  Xavier  in  Pierce- 
ton,  and  St.  Paul’s  in  Valparaiso. 
He  was  appointed  Diocesan  Con- 
suitor  in  ’36,  Domestic  Prelate  in 
’40,  and  Prothonotary  Apostolic 
in  ’46.

Nine  of  St.  Joseph’s  former 
cage  stars  returned  to  the  College- 
ville  court  Saturday,  Nov.  20,  to 
do  battle  with  the  1954-55  varsity 
in  the  annual  Alumni-Varsity 
basketball  game.

Fr.  A.  J.  Scheidler 
And  Shrine  Featured 
In  Cleveland  Paper 

The  Shrine  of  the  Sorrowful 
Mother  near  Bellevue,  Ohio,  where 
many  miraculous  cures  are  popu¬ 
larly  believed  to  have  taken  place, 
was  the  topic  of  a  recent  article 
in  the  magazine  section  of  the 
Cleveland  Plain  Dealer. 

The  shrine,  under  the  direction 
of  Fr.  Albin  J.  Scheidler,  ’05,  is 
located  six  miles  south  of  Belle¬ 
vue,  in  the  woods  off  Route  4.  It 
is  said  to  be  the  oldest  shrine  in 
the  midwest,  having  been  founded 
more  than  100  years  ago  when, 
according  to  a  persistent  legend, 
a  mysterious  light  appeared  night 
after  night  over  the  forest  near 
Bellevue.  German  Catholic  settlers 
were  just  coming  into  the  section 
and  with  them  came  a  Precious 
Blood  missionary,  Fr.  Francis  De 
Sales  Brunner  of  Switzerland. 

Fr.  Brunner  had  brought  with 
him  a  wooden  Pieta  with  hopes 
of  setting  up  a  rustic  shrine  some¬ 
where  in  Ohio.  Whether  the  light 
was  taken  for  a  sign  is  not  known, 
but  100  acres  of  land  were  pur¬ 
chased  in  the  forest  and  the 
shrine  was  founded. 

Since  that  time,  many  seeming¬ 
ly  miraculous  cures  have  been  ex¬ 
perienced  at  the  shrine. 

Fr.  Scheidler  has  been  director 
of  the  shrine  since  1941.  Since 
that  time  he  has  devoted  his  un¬ 
tiring  energy  to  the  care  of  the 
shrine  and,  particularly,  to  the 
beautification  of  the  grounds.

Guillozet  entered  the  Precious 
Blood  community  at  Burkettsville 
on  Sept.  6,  1923,  was  professed 
Dec.  4,  1927  and  ordained  on  May 
12,  1935. 

Fr.  Guillozet  taught  at  St. 
Joseph’s  for  12  years,  beginning 
in  1937.  Sickness,  which  resulted 
in  what  appeared  to  be  a  heart 
attack,  forced  his  retirement  from 
teaching  and  he  was  appointed 
pastor  of  St.  Martin’s  in  August 
1949. 

A  Solemn  Requiem  Mass  was 
sung  at  the  parish  church  in  Hazen 
on  Nov.  19  by  Msgr.  William 
Garvin,  vicar  general  of  the 
Diocese  of  Bismark.  About  40 
priests  were  present,  including  all 
the  C.PP.S.  Fathers  of  that  area. 

Funeral  services  were  held  on 
Monday,  Nov.  22,  at  St.  Charles 
Seminary,  with  Fr.  Raymond  as 
celebrant  of  the  Solemn  Funeral 
Mass.  About  70  priests  and  160 
laypeople  were  present.
